New strikes appear to be aimed, at 
forestalling Iran’s expected ]attack 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq said on Friday its 
jet fighters killed a large number of Iranian 
soldiers in a camp attack, while announcing 
stepped-up air strikes along the central sec- 
tor of the Gulf war front line in an apparent 
attempt to forestall an expected major gro- 
und offensive. 


The Hamid camp, used for Ira- 
nian troop mobilisation, was set 
on fire, an Iraqi military spo- 
kesman said in a war communique 
broadcast by Baghdad Radio. 

The spokesman said other jet 
fighters earlier in the day carried 
our a Hating attack on oil ins- 
tallations at Iran’s Kharg Island 
shi p pin g ter minal in the nor- 
theastern corner of the Gulf. 

The raid on Kharg. which acc- 
ounts for about 90 per cent of 
Iran’s oil exports, was carried out 
at 10:50 a.m., he said. 

“The targets were accurately hit 
and set one fire,** said the spo-. 
fcesman. 

It was the 47th raid on Kharg 
smee mid-August Iraqi leaders 
have vowed to choke off the Ira- 
nian economy and force the Teh- 


ran rulers to end the war through 
negotiations. 

Baghdad-based Western mil- 
itary analysts said the Iranians 
have been massing troops in die 
central sector of the 2.180- 
kilometre warfront in preparation 
for what they described as an imm- 
inent major ground offensive aga- 
inst Iraq. 

These! analysts said Iraq was also 
mobilising troops along the border 
in the central part of the front line. 

The Iraqi buildup was a res- 
ponse to the I ranians who began in 
mid-October to concentrate tro-; 
ops in that sector, and are so far 
estimated to have massed more 
than 75,000 troops an their side of 
the border, they said. 

Iraqi jet fighters, according to a 
.war communique released by the 


general command of the Iraqi 
armed forces, on Thursday carried 
out 120 bombing raids against 
Iranian “troop concentrations, 
units, weapons and equipment” in 
the central Missan zone. 

The Missan zone is a 120- 
Idlometre-tong stretch of semi- 
desert terrain connecting the Iraqi 
border town of Amara. on tire 
edge of the southern Huwaizah 
marshland, with tire town; of Kut 
further north. 

The Iranians, said the com- 
munique. sustained severe cas- 
ualties and losses. 

The air attacks were launched 
to “strip the aggressors of all their 
means of aggression and inflict 
heavy losses on tbem."the com- 
munique said. 

A Baghdad-based analyst, spe- 
aking cm condition of anonymity, 
said the Iraqi air raids, which are 
expected to continue, aim at “eit- 
her totally aborting or shattering 
the forces of die planned major 
Iranian offensive.'* 

The Iraqis, who enjoy air sup- 
eriority in the Gulf war. “know 
that the Iranians are going to att- 
ack and where they are going to 
attack. 


Jordan Is awaiting FLO move, Murphy

Mr. Muiphy told Israeli leaders 
on Wednesday that Jordan was 
seeking Syrian involvement in eff- 
orts for Mideast peace. 

Najib A1 Ahmad, PLO Cha- 


irman Yasser Arafat’s office dir- 
ector in Amman, tad the Jordan 
Times that there was “no dif- 
ference between King Hussein’s 
position on the peace efforts and 
PLO decisions reached at the 
Baghdad meetings last week.”

No-one claimed responsibility 
for die bombing and Mr. Gol. who 
visited the scene after the attack, 
said the man who was killed might 
have been trying to plant the dev- 
ice'. 

Mr. Gol said the extreme leftist 
Fighting Communist Cells (CCC) 
had said they canted out two other 
bomb attacks earlier on Friday on 
a NATO uiel pipeline in central 
Belgium and the offices of the -all- 
ied agency which operates the.

PLO aide 
says Abu 
Nidal was 
behind 
Egyptair 
hijacking 

RABAT (Agencies) — A top aide 
to Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (FLO) leader Yasser 
Arafat has accused tiie extremist 
Palestinian leader Abu Nidal of' 
masteaaindiqg -the.Egyptair hij-' 
ackmg, and said he got help from 
both Libya and Syria. 

Khalid Al Hassan. a member of 
the Fateh Central Committee, 
said in an interview published on 
Thursday Abu Nidal’s org- 
anisation was behind tiie hijack 
which ended with 60 people dead 
after Egyptian commandos sto- 
rmed the plane at Valletta airport 
in Malta on Nov. 24. 

Abu Nidal broke away from 
Fateh in 1974 and set up his own 
group operating under various 
names . 

“Abu Nidal is somewhere bet- 
ween Syria and Libya from which 
he receives he^i. The coordination 
concerning travel, passports, 
money and t rainin g is done thanks 
to Tripoli and Damascus.” Mr. 
Hassan told tiie Moroccan daily 
L' Opinion. 

Egyptian ' President Hosni 
Mubarak has indirectly accused 
Abu Nidal of the hijacking and 
alleged that Libya was involved in 
it. 

Mr. Hassan said Abu NjdaTs 
organisation recruited people who 
were psychologically unstable, 
kept them in isolation for. six 
months and instilled hatred in 
them while undergoing intensive 
militar y training. 

Mr. Hassan described the rec- 
ent rapprochement between Jor- 
dan and Syria as a strategic victory 
for the PLX) because it would have 
a positive impact for Iraq. 

“I don’t think the Jordan- 
Syrian rapprochement will be det- 
rimental to the PLO. Anyway, the 
Palestinians are not at the heart of 
tiie Jordan-Syrian differences....” 
Mr. Hassan said. 

Mr. Hassan said he foresaw 
more direct Soviet involvement in 
the Middle East region and said 
Moscow bad come to see the Mid- 
dle East as an area vital to the 
Soviet Union’s security. 

The Egyptian government- 
owned weekly magazine AI Mus- 
sawar said, two Egyptians and a 
Greek were in the group which 
hijacked the Egyptair plane to 
Malta. 

Juoting the plane’s pilot. Hani 
Galal, Al Mussawar said Egyptian 
security officials were inv- 
estigating the possibility that two 
Egyptians, bom killed during the 
storming of the plane by Egyptian 
commandos, were among the hij- 
ackers. 

It said one of the Egyptians, 
Ahmad Sharks wi, was an army 
deserter who had lived in Libya 
for the past seven years. 

The other, Mohammad Yousef, 
bad also lived in Libya, it said. 

Capt. Galal said he also sus- 
pected a Greek national who is 
still being treated in a Valletta 
hospital. He had identified him to- 
Maltese investigators. 

Reports from Malta had so far 
indicated that only four gunmen 
were involved in the hijacking.

Israeli soldier found 
killed near Tel Aviv 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — The 
body of an Israeli soldier was 
found burning in a thorny field 
near a Tel Aviv suburb Thursday 
night and police said they were 
investigating whether he had been 
killed by resistance activists. 

Police said the soldier. Moshe 
Levy, could have been the latest- 
victim of anti-Israeli resistance 
activities in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

A local resident found the body 
Thursday nigh t. Police announced 
the murder after identifying the 
.body and notifying the family. 

In Damascus, tiie Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine (DFLP) claimed res- 
ponsibility for killing the Israeli 
soldier. 

It said in a statement its fighters 
had planned to take Levy captive 
'for exchange with Palestinian pri- 
soners in Israeli jails, but “when 
-he showed resistance, they had to 
shoot him to death.” 

On Thursday, the bodies of two 
Palestinians were found in an orc- 
hard near Jerusalem dose to scene 
of the deaths of two Jewish cou- 
ples. raising the possibility of 
"vengeance” killings by Jews. 

But police said the two. from 
the Occupied West Bank, had 
“criminal records” and their dea- - 


ths apparently were not politically 
motivated. 

In another incident, a small 
bomb exploded outside a gov- 
ernment office in Haifa on Thu- 
rsday. but caused no casualties or 
damage, a city police communique 
said. 

The bomb exploded in a public 
park opposite the city offices of 
the interior ministry, the ann- 
ouncement said. 

Israel Radio reported that sev- 
eral suspects were rounded up for 
questioning in connection with the 
bombing. 

In the past three months there 
have been two other bombings In 
the city which caused five cas- 
ualties. 

The killing of the Israeli soldier 
fol towed an order by the Israeli 
authorities for the expulsion of a 
second West Bank Palestinian in 
as many days on charges of org- 
anising resistance activities aga- 
inst Israel. 

Mahmoud Abdul Hafez Deh- 
ish. from a village near Hebron, is 
accused of being a leader of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) in the occupied West Bank. 

Yunis Salem Al Rjub. 29. was

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Kuwaiti paper accuses 
Washington of ‘extortion’ 


KUWAIT (AP) — A noted journalist on Friday acc- 
used the United States of exercising “extortion” and 
trying to pressure Kuwait through the mission of 
British envoy Terry Waite who has been seeking the 
release of the American hostages in Beirut. 


Official sources have said that 
the authorities here have denied 
Mr. Waite an entry visa to come to 
Kuwait and discuss the release of 
17 prisoners from Kuwaiti jails. 

Operatives of the Beirut-based 
Islamic Jihad underground group 
have insisted on the release of the 
17 convicts as a condition for fre- 


Jinj^the American hostages. 


iree of the 17 were sentenced 
to death and the rest to jail terms 
ranging from life to five years for 
their role in the December 1983 
wave of bomb attacks against the 
U.S. and French embassies along 
with vital Kuwaiti economic tar- 
gets. 

In a frontpage editorial, the 
editor of Kuwaiti newspaper Al 
Watan blamed Washington for 
“failing to obtain the release of its 
hostages." 

Under the headline “Terry 


Waite, quit the gibberish," Jassem 
Al Mutawie contended that the 
U.S. has “lost its frieads and its 
credibility in the Arab World." 

“No sane person would see any 
link between (the 17) convicts and 
(the kidnapped American) cit- 
izens of another country," he said. 
“For humanitarian reasons, Kuw- 
ait is sympathetic toward these 
(American hostages) in the face of 
terrorism, regardless of its sou- 
rce." 

He chided Mr. Waite, emissary 
of the Anglican church, for “ign- 
oring the plight of thousands of 
abducted, imprisoned and tor- 
mented Palestinians and Leb- 
anese while exerting himself for 
the release for four or five Ame- 
ricans" in Beirut 

“Waite has been trying to gain 
the release of these Americans by 
asking Kuwait to free other per- 


sons not even remotely linked to 
the (Beirut) hostages." said Mut- 
awie. “Hus is extortion in the bro- 
adest sense. The United States has 
been practicing extortion through 
the Waite mission, instead of try- , 
ing to improve its credibility by. 
lending its support to the countries 
that resent extortion." 


He stressed that Kuwait ‘ ‘which 
refused to bargain for the safety of 
its own sons during theirplane hij- 
ack ordeal and never bowed to the 
demands of the hijackers, will 
never succumb to extortion."' 


Mutawie was referring to the 
hijacking of the Kuwait Airways 
jetliner to Iran last December, 
when the hijackers murdered two 
American passengers and tor- 
tured Kuwaitis. 

“Kuwait most certainly is pre- 
pared to uphold its principles at 
whatever sacrifices that might be 
necessary." he wrote. “The Soviet 
Union managed to free their hos- 
tages (in Beirut last October) with 
the help of friends. This shows that 
the U.S. is without friends in the 
Middle East"

French delegation postpones Iran trip 


PARIS (R) — A trip to Teh ran by

But he said after meeting Ext- 
ernal Relations Minister Roland 
Dumas Thursday ni g ht: “This 
mission is not connected to tee 
fate of tee hostages, but we cannot 
be indifferent to their fate." 

“We are extremely keen to see 
teem freed but I would have you 
note teat tee hostages are in Leb- 
anon.

West Bank land fraud

Arab experts 
urge exchange 
of information 

AMMAN (Petra) — A four-day 
meeting by Arab information 
experts concluded Thursday in 
Amman with a call for amending 
legislation in foe Arab World to 
facilitate foe exchange of inf- 
ormation and data among Arab 
countries through traditional 
means or information networks. 

Participants also called for giv- 
ing priority to the use of com- 
puters. particularly for foe pur- 
pose of improving procedures at 
government departments. The 
recommendations stressed the 
importance of drawing up bases 
and criteria for retaining foe sto- 
red information and studying the 
possibility of classifying and sta- 
ndardising information at various 
administrative levels. 


AMMAN — The Ministry of 
Communications is planning to 
introduce advanced data tra- 
nsmission sendee to be used as a 
communications link with both 
local and international data banks 
using terminals. Tel- 
ecommunications Corporation 
(TCC) Director General Moh- 
ammad Shahed Ismail said Friday. 

The pilot project will enable 
subscribers to contact any data 
bank and subscribers' terminals, 
said Mr. Ismail, adding that the 
service is necessary for banks, fin- 
ancial institutions, economic and 
industrial firms and academic cen- 
tres. 

In an interview with foe Jordan 
Tunes. Mr. Ismail said that any 
member of foe public will be alb- 
owed to subscribe to the project 
which is expected to be functional 
by the end of next year. 

A recent decision by foe gov-, 
eminent to exempt computers 
from customs is bound to enc- 
ourage ordinary citizens to use this 
service and more and more people 
around foe world are subscribing 
to this advanced service, he con- 
tinued. 

Speaking about foe project, Mr. 
Ismail said foe TCC adopted foe 
idea in J 984 but had to abandon" 
the project due to a lack of funds.. 
At that time, he said, a draft was'

drawn up to be covered by a loan 
directed through the then Nat- 
ional Planning Council.

Government scraps fixed 
prices for fruit, vegetables 


AMMAN (J.T«) — A pricing system for all types of 
local agricultural products has been cancelled in 
accordance with a decision issued in Amman on 
Thursday. The pricing system had been in force for 
some time to prevent manipulation of prices on the 
part of merchants and to stabilise prices of all veg- 
etables and fruits sold by local farmers to the central 
• market. 


- The decision was taken during a 
meeting chaired by Prime Min- 
ister Zaid Al Rifai and attended 
by several cabinet members and a 
number of officials concerned 
with agricultural production. 

The meeting reviewed issues 
pertaining to foe marketing of 
Jordanian agricultural products 
and decided to entrust foe Agr- 
icultural Marketing and Pro- 


cessing Company of Jordan 
(AMPCO) with purchasing crops 
from foe central market for fair 
and rewarding prices for foe far- 
mers and then to sell the produce 
at reasonable prices. The com- 
pany will also be responsible for 
purchasing crops for export. 

The meeting also decided to 
entrust the company to settle out- 
standing payment for the farmers 


and toTnato growers who sold foe 
company tomatoes for processing. 
This settlement of payment, sho- 
uld be carried out from now until 
Dec. 20. The meeting also derided 
to convene a meeting of the Hig- 
her Agricultural Council in the 
coming week to make a revision of 
the whole agricultural marketing 
policy in Jordan. 

AMPCO Director Genera! 
Marwan Du din commented on the 
cancellation of prices by saying 
that it is Lx)und to give enc- 
ouragement to farmers. He told 
rhe Jordan Times that foe decision 
will help create competition bet- 
ween merchants selling local ly- 
produced vegetables and crops 
hut will offer consumers a better 
chance to buy at competitive pri- 
ces. 


Work begins on JD 5.2 in project for 
land reclamation, cereal cultivation 


AMMAN (Petra) — Work has 
started on a JD 5.2 million pilot 
project to reclaim desert land in 
the southern pans of Jordan, and 
lo exploit these areas for planting 
wheat, fodder and raising sheep. 

The first phase of the project, 
covering J 4.000 dunums of land, 
has already started and 8.000 
dunums have been planted with 
wheal over the past three months. 

Speaking about this pilot pro- 
ject. Dr. Hassan Jashou. a pro- 
fessor from Arizona University in 
foe United States, and one of a 
Jordanian team supervising foe 
project, said that an area of 8.000 
dunums, planted with wheat in 
Sahel Al Siwwan area, north-east 
Aqaba, has yielded 2.1 00 tonnes 
of wheat. 


He said that foe first stage costs 
JD 2.8 million and will cover an 
area of 14.000 dunums in Sahel A I 
Siwwan, while the second stage, 
which will cover an area of 1 0.000 
dunums in Sahel Manasheer. is 
expected to cost JD 2.4 million. 
Dr. Jashou added that the pro- 
ject aims to produce wheat, fod- 
der. meat and dairy products. He 
continued that 60.000 sheep will 
be bred and that summer crops 
will be planted in addition to win- 
ter ones. He added that foe pro- 
ject will be completed in two years 
and by that time, the area wilt be 
producing J 5.000 tonnes of wheat 
in addition to dairy products and 
red meat. 

Dr. Jashou added that foe pro- 
ject. once completed will be div- 
ided into production units which 


will he distributed to investment 
companies and individuals at nom- 
inal prices to exploit them for pla- 
nting wheat and fodder or raising 
livestock. 

Dr. Jashou also said that foe 
reclamation project in the South 
has proved successful because the 
area of land which foe government 
can rent (o citizens for investment 
ranges between 70.000 and 
100.000 dunums. He noted that 
foe government has so far rec- 
eived requests from foe private 
sector for foe exploitation of more 
than 500.000 dunums. 

Such projects contribute to ach- 
ieving food security in foe country 
and will lead to improving foe 
economic and social conditions, of 
the people, he concluded.

Al Ra*i: Strong determination 


THE draft law of the 1986 national budget announced by the gov- 
ernment on Wednesday is a translation of the King's letter of ass- 
ignment to the government, and reflects the main ideas of the King's 
speech from the throne delivered to parliament earlier last mdntft. 
the budget reflects the government's determination to go ahead with- 
plans to provide die armed forces with the means of strength to 
maintain their defence of the Arab nation in general and Jordan in 


ONE phenomenon that is bec- 
oming rather obvious in town is 
unemployment. There seems 
’to be an increasingly large 
i number of people without jobs, 
and the number of people app- 
lying for a vacant job anytime 
‘one is advertised is unusually: 
.large. 


Several reasons are att- 
ributed to the present state of 
affaire. High among diem are 
.the economic slowdown in the 
region resulting in Jordanians 
working abroad coming back 
home, the limited Jordanian 
job market and the relatively 
.large number of people gra- 
duating each year, whatever* 
the case, the economic pinch is 
being felt on a wide scale in the 
country. 

One would assume that the 
Ministry of Labour is doing 
something about the matter. In 
fact, an article appeared lately 
in a local paper daiming that 
unemployment stands at 9 per 
■cent of the labour force, and 
that the Ministry of Labour is 
not doing much about it. to 
which the ministry answered 
with a general rebuttal. 

I wrote this introduction not 
so much to talk about une- 
mployment as to use it as an 
example of die kind of data 
that is needed but not available 
in Jordan. One feels that une- 
mployment is high, but there 
are no published periodic inf- 
ormation on die rate of une- 
mployment or other vital data. 

In the absence of such inf- 
ormation. whatever measures 
the ministry undertakes remain 
largely heuristic. For it does 
not have the necessary data to 


enable it to pinpoint trouble 
areas and hence allow it to take 
the necessary corrective mea- 
sures. All rebuttals by the min- 
istry! therefore, while und- 
oubtedly sincere, fail to add- 
ress the real issue. 

Other important data that 
both planners and the public 
need to know, "but are either 


not found or not accurately and 
periodically published indude. 


but are not bruited to, die inf- 
lation rate, cost of living index, - 
population figures, labour 
force, wages, and the poverty 
line. 

There are several ins- 
titutions in Jordan that collect 
information pertaining to their 
specific needs. The one agency 
officially entitled with gat- 
hering information on a nat- 
ional scale, however, is the 
department of statistics, which 
is incidentally one of the oldest 
public institutions in Jordan. 
Other important institutions 
possessing information include 
the Royal Scientific Society, 
the Ministry of Trade and Ind- 
ustry and Supply and the Civil 
Registration Department to 
name a few. 

If we have several ins- 
titutions able to collect and 
process vital pieces of inf- 
ormation about the country, 
why is it that everyone, be it the 


man in (he street or die dec- - 
ision maker, feels we are living 
in mi information- vacuum?- 
Why is it that we do not feel the 
.impact of whatever inf- . 
n rmatirwi is already available? 

There are three main ele- 
ments that are vital for any inf- 
ormation system to work eff- 
iciently. The first is to' ensure 
"proper input to the system. 
This means data has to be gat- 
hered efficiently, accurately 
and in a reasonable amount ox 
time as not to render it 
obsolete. The second is to pro- 
vide sound and scientific ana- 
lysis of the data through a pro- 
per data processing sub- 
system. The third and vital 
element is to make sure that 
results are property distributed 
and made known to people 
who need them. 

Closely related to these 
three elements are the mac- 
hinery and the human factor. 
And Mule we have areas in 
which both factors are lacking. 

I believe we have, or can obt- 
ain, both good hardware and 
well-trained people able of 
gathering, processing and dis- 
seminating information. 

What is lacking. I believe, is 
not die equipment, people, or 
technical capabilities, but rat- 
her die most important ing- 
redient of the formula: The sys- 


tem and proper attitude that 
can put all these elements to 
wor& 

■ Either the need has not been 
felt strongly enough for such 
information, or the will to see 
*to it that we have such inf- 
ormation is lacking. There is, of 
course, a third explanation: 
Thai some information is del- 
iberately kept out from the 
public for various reasons. 

I believe the government is - 
' keen on providing such inf- 
ormation'. and is well aware of 
the positive' effects it will have 
pa decision-making. If and 
.when the day comes when we 
will have statistical figures 
about different walks of life in 
Jordan, this will necessarily 
mean a qualitative jump in our 

life style that will have deep 
and lasting implications on our 
culture and thought system. 

Imagine, if you will, how tax 
laws would be changed if the 
government is better informed 
. about such indices as die cost of 
living or the poverty line. Ima- 
gine how die government can 
take concrete and well-studied 
steps to ease unemployment if 
' it has accurate information on 
.the size and distribution of the 
problem. Carrying it further, 
imagine how differently our 
law-makers and par-, 
liameatarians might act on a

Zu Jia- 
tun. 

“It was an attempt to interfere." 
said legislative council member 
Martin Lee about Xu's remark, 
which has been widely interpreted 
as a bint of displeasure at British 
moves to introduce a measure of 
democracy to Hong Kong. 

Lee.who gained a seat iri-the 


first elections to the lawmaking 
body, said: “Unless we have direct 
elections we will never have an 
effective and highly autonomous 
government to keep our system 
'separate from the rest of China." 

All council members had been 
appointed until the elections last 
September. 

Xu had told his first press con- 
ference in more than two years 
that there had been deviations 
from the Sino-British accord 
which hands the colony to China 
in 1997 but allows a high degree of 
autonomy for 50 years. 

Another new legislative council 
member. Szeto Wah. has also spo- 
ken out on the need for dem- 
ocratic changes before 1997. 

“It was a pleasant jolt this wee- 
kend to see a couple of prominent 
Hong Kong citizens break the pat- 
tern and call a spade a spade." the 
Asian Wall Street Journal said in 
an editorial recently. 


Local publications have been no 
less blunt. 

In a reference to Peking's pos- 
ition at the Sino-British talks on 
the colony’s future ‘before the 
joint accord was initialled, the. 
South China Morning Post said in 
an editorial: 

“The question that many peo- 
ple are asking as a result of Mr. 
Xu's press conference is: Wha- 
tever happened to the idea of 
Hong Kong people ruling Hong 
Kong?”' 

Cheng Ming, a respected 
Chinese- language monthly mag- 
azine. called Xu's remarks a cha- 
llenge to Hong Kong, adding that 
it showed some powerful Chinese 
officials did not trust the people of 
the British colony. 

“We cannot allow ourselves to 
be accused of deviating from the 
(Sino-British) accord.” it said.

VIENNA — Albania’s Stalinist 
authorities are showing growing 
concern over alien influences fil- 
tering through the ideological scr- 
ees around the tiny Balkan state 
and infecting the country’s youth. 

As more communications lines 
open up to Europe's most isolated 
country, the official media is ref- 
lecting feats that young people 
may find the slogans of Com- 
munism and nationalism less rou- 
sing than the undemanding 
rhythms of Western pop culture. 

Since the death of Enver Hoxha 
last March after four decades of 
his orthodox Stalinist rule, his suc- 
cessor Ramiz Alia pledged to fol- 
low the same fiercely independent 
path spuming “revisionists” and 
“imperialists’* of East and West. 

But the leadership has made 
dear itisaware of the rivalry to its 


authoritarian approach to youth 
from foreign radio, television, vis- 
itors and other contacts. 

An article in the Communist 
Party daily Zeri I Popullit last 
month suggested youth were get- 
ting soft and “may be affected by 
alien influences.*’ 

These include Italian television, 
which many Albanians can receive 
by pointing their aerials west acr- 
oss the Adriatic Sea. and a whole 
range of short-wave radio stations 
broadcasting in Albanian and 
other languages. 

Albania’s links with the outside 
world are slowly increasing. This 
year two extra border crossings, 
opened to Greece and freight 
ferry traffic to Italy was expanded. 
Tourists are no longer a curiosity. 

Next year. Albania's first rail 
link with the European network is 
scheduled to open through Yug- 
oslavia”' and international ‘'tel-;

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) — Chris Evert 
Lloyd and Martina Navratilova will meet for die 
67th time Saturday, this time to decide the women’s 
singles champion of the $1.5 millio n Australian 
Open Tennis Championship. 


Both struggled through sem- 
ifinal matches Thursday to earn a 
meeting that will also decide 
which of them is ranked no. i for 
the year. 

Defending champion Evert 
Lloyd had to survive a set point 
against her in foe second set of her 
6- 1 . 7-6 triumph over fifth-seeded 
Gaudia Kohde-Kilsch of West 
Germany, while no. 2 seed Nav- 
ratilova edged home 6-7. 6- 1 . 6-4 
in a thriller against third-seeded 
Hana Mandiikova of Cze- 
choslovakia. 

Evert Lloyd, foe top seed, tra- 
iled the powerful West German 
5-6 in foe tiebreaker and clearly 
hit a shot that appeared to be out 
— apparently giving the set to 
Kohde-Kilsch. 

The ball was called in. however 
and two points later the 30- 
y ear-old American had wrapped 
up foe match. 

Navratilova had to tell herself to 


calm down after dropping the first 
set against Mandiikova. the player 
who beat her in the U.S. Open 
feat in August 

The 29-year-old Czech -bom 
lefthander then played superbly 
for the last two sets, using her 
power and anticipation to wear 
down Mandiikova. 

Evert Uoyd kept alive a rem- 
arkable record by beating 
Kohde-Kilsch. 

The Florida baseliner has now 
made foe final each of foe five 
.times sbe has entered the Aus- 
tralian Open. 

She has a 2-2 record in finals. 

.Evert Lloyd will be playing In 
foe 32nd Grand Slam singles final: 
of her remarkable career Fridays 
while Navratilova will be playing 
in her 19th. 

Navratilova, however, holds a 
big edge in her meetings with 
Evert Lloyd. Although her career 
advantage is only 34-32. she has 


won nine of their 12 meetings in 
Grand Slam finals and J 6 of their 
last IS matches. 

Many of their previous battles 
have been epics, and fine matches 
though both foe semifinals were, 
the final. with so much at stake, 
promises to be one of their best. 

“This tournament means a lot 
to both Martina and I." Even 
Lloyd said. ‘Tm kind of aware 
about it deciding number one. but 
I've tried to put it to the back of 
my mind.” 

Said Navratilova. “This can pre- 
tty much decide it.” 

Evert Uoyd, playing very agg- 
ressively. led 6-1. 4-1 against 
Kohde-Kilsch before foe lanky 
German rallied. 

She forced foe tiebreak playing 
with greater confidence and mob- 
ility. but was stunned by foe con- 
troversial call — which was booed 
by the crowd. 

Asked if she was robbed. 
Kohde-Kilsch said: “I think so. 
but you must live with that in ten- 
nis. What can you do?" 

Evert Lloyd tried to play the 
incident down. 

“It's unfortunate it happened at 
that point, but that's tennis." she 
said.

Hajri wins 1985 rally championship

CAIRO — Jahangir Khan, the 
quiet king of squash with' the but- 
cher's touch, reigns supreme with 
a ample philosophy. 

Total concentration on court 
and “no hanky panky” off it point 
the way to gloty for foe Pakistani 
who won a record fifth con- 
secutive world title here and is 
unbeaten since April 1981. 

Jahan gir , who celebrates his 
22nd birthday during the Muscat 
Open starting on Sunday, enjoys 
not oniyseentingly invincible form 
but the respect and admiration of 
his victims. 

His regular opponent, world 
number two Ross Norman of New 
Zealand, has lost to Jahangir three 
time in foe past four weejps — and 
says he enjoys playing him. 

“He is the fittest player and he's 
fast. He's naturally fit and puts in a 
lot of training. I enjoy playing him. 
it’s very* good experience.” Nor- 
man told Reuters. 

Jahangir's style was summed up 
by a Pakistani team official who 
said: “Jahangir is like a butcher. 
He cleans foe fat off the mutton 
first, then cuts it into pieces. 

Jahangir trains for three- hours 
on court every day and spends two 


more hours in foe gyro and jog- 
ging. He also leads as quiet a life as 
the demands of foe international 
circuit permit. “To become a dis- 
ciplined player means no hanky 
panky.” he said. 

He became engaged four 
months ago to a Pakistani girl and 
plans to many her in 1987. "Right 
now Tm busy with squash.” he 
says, adding that he will still be on 1 
the circuit after getting married.

Jahangir’s cousin and trainer,.

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ITC reports headway 
in world tin crisis talks 


LONDON (R) — Delegates to 
the insolvent International Tin 
Council (ITC) told reporters Thu- 
rsday that talks with oeditor. 
banks and brokers aimed at end- 
ing the six-week-old world tin cri- 
sis had starred to make some hea- 
dway. 

Brokers of the London Metal 
Exchange (LME), the world’s 
main tin trading centre, echoed 
delegates’ hopes of progress. Bro- 
kers and many h anks have mil- 
lions of dollars tied up in the ind- 

ustry. 

The ITC has been in emergency 
session since Monday seeking a 
solution Co the crisis, sparked by 
its debts of £1 billion ($1 .48 bil- 
lion). The crisis bas effectively hal- 
ted tin trading and shaken banks, 
metals dealers and tin -mining’ 
companies around the world. 

Mr. Bruce Leaning of the Rud- 
olf Wolff Group said after LME 
representatives met the ITC Thu- 
rsday that a joint LME-ITC wor- 
king party may be set up by this 
week. 

Mr. Ralph Kestenbaum. LME 
group spokesman and managing 
director of GerJad Metals, told 
reporters: “We hope we may be 
beginning to see light at the end of 
the tunnel.” 

Mr. Kestenbaum said dis- 


cussions with the ITC for the first 
time went beyond the question of 
sanctity of contract. 

Asked whether LME brokers 
might accept a reduction in price- 
on 49.000 tonnes of tin on whidi 
payments by the ITC are still out- 
standing. he said this had not been 
ruled out. 

The ITC said it would continue 
its session on Tuesday and decide 
then whether to set up an TTC- 
LME working party. 

At talks with the ITC earlier, a 
group of 16 creditor banks owed 
£352 million (S520 million) rej- 
ected a “burden sharing” scheme 
between brokers and bankers. 

Such a scheme is favoured by 
most ITC members, excluding 
Britain, who refuse to pay the 
council's debts arguing that LME 
traders and banks should commit 
themselves to a rescue deal. 

The banks have offered a new 
£900 million (SI 3 billion) ref- 
inancing loan but only if the ITCs 
22 member countries will gua- 
rantee their debts. 

They have also agreed to accept 
a scheme whereby ITC members 
would buy tin from the council's 
vast stock, built up in a vain att- 
empt to support tin prices and the 
source of die ITCs debts. 


New U.S., EC accord 
on steel gets green light 


BRUSSELS (R) - A new four- 
year trade agreement restricting 
European Community (EC) steel 
exports to the United States is to 
Igo ahead after Britain Thursday 
lifted an objection that threatened 
to block it. diplomats said. 

The U3. authorities had alr- 
eady started imposing reprisals on 
EC steel exporters to protest aga- 
inst delays in finalising the draft 
agreement which will limit Com- 
munity steel shipments to the Uni- 
ted States until 1989. 

Britain had been holding up rat- 
ification of die draft, whose pub- 
lication on Nov. 1 was hailed then 
by EC negotiators as keeping the 
peace on a subject that has thrown 
up innumerable trade disputes 
between die two sides. 

British officials said the state- 
owned British Steel Corporation 
was satisfied with the outcome of 
last-nunute -talks with the Ame- 
ricans aimed at safeguarding fut- 
ure supplies of semi-finished steel 
to its U3. subsidiary, the Tus- 
caloosa Steel Company. 

The Nov. 1 draft accord set steel 
export quotas from the EC to the 
United States for most types of 
steel but provided no such limits 


for semi-finished steels, used by 
steelmakers for further pro- 
duction. 

However, the U3. government 
announced that it would limit EC 
shipments of semi-finished goods 
to 400.000 tonnes next year, a fig- 
ure it later increased to 600.000 
tonnes under EC pressure. 

Britain had sought extra ton- 
nages for the^ Tuscaloosa plant and 
wanted assurances about access to 
the U3. market for semi-finished 
steels after 2986. 

“We do not have final details 
about the discussions, but we 
know British Steel is satisfied with 
the outcome.” one British official 
said. 

Total EC steel sales to the U3. 
are worth about $23 billion a 
year. 

U3. steel importers had com- 
plained about tiie impact- of a del- 
iberate slowdown in U3. customs 
processing of EC steel shipments. 

The slowdown was a U.S. adm- 
inistrative counter-measure int- 
roduced to protest at delays in sig- 
ning the new tradepact, needed to 
replace a 1982 agreement exp- 
iring at the end of this month. 


Turkey amends tax laws 

ANKARA (R) — A package of changes in tax legislation aimed at 
boosting budget revenues was passed by the Turkish parliament 
Thursday. 

Officials said the government-proposed amendments increase 
rates of corporate, oil and some other taxes and duties, while cutting 
income tax for lower income groups to offset the effects of inflation. 

The government plans to raise tax revenues to 5.800 billion liras 
($1036 billion) in 1986 from 3,600 bOlioa liras ($6.43 bi&ion) this 

’s budget deficit is forecast by government officials to be 
500 billion liras ($893 million) and by independent eco- 
nomists to be 1.000 billion (SI. 79 billion). 

Next year's budget incorporates a deficit of 502 billion liras ($896 
mihiqn). 


Iraq ignores oil production

GENEVA (R) — Iraq Thursday threw OPEC’s o3 
output agreement into disarray, saying it no longer 
recognised its official quota and was producing as 
much as it liked.

Kuwait unveils $1.7 billion ‘safety 
net’ for banks to combat debt crisis 


KU WAIT (R) — Kuwait has unv- 
eiled an emergency “safety net” to 
help its banks through a multi- 
billion dollar debt crisis caused by 
a stock market crash in 1982. 

Finance Minister Jassem A1 
Khorafi disclosed in a report sent 
td tiie elected national assembly 
last week that unspecified funds 
had been mobilised to help banks 
reschedule a welter of suspect cus- 
tomer loans. 

The action overlaps a move to 
call in world bank experts to help 
revive the struggling oil- 
dependent economy. 

Banking sources say it could 
face opposition in the assembly, 
which has criticised spending of 
public money to respJve the debt, 
crisis. .... ■ : 

In letters written by Central 
Bank Governor Abdul Wahab Al 
Tammar mid-year and published 
in newspapers. Sheikh Khorafi 
agreed m essence to a 500- 
mil lion-dinar ($1.7 billion) state 
“safety net” for the banks. 

Sheikh Tammar. thanking She- 


ikh Khorafi for his approval in 
principle, said the central bank 
had estimated this was the sum 
.needed just to start a support sch- 
eme. 

The crisis erupted when stock 
markets collapsed after a spe- 
culative spree which left debts of 
$95 billioa. 

The state watered down much 
.of this but sliding prices of shares 
and real estate slashed the value of 
many debtors' assets and exposed 
banks to substantial bad or dou- 
btful debts. 

Sheikh Khorafi said recently the 
banks bad outstanding loans of 4.4 
billion dinars ($15.3 billion) as of 
•last March, and two-thirds of this 
was not secured against assets; 

Last September, newspapers 
reported 48.000 small investors 
hit by the share crash had drawn 
up a petition for urgent help. say-, 
ing they were threatened with 
bankruptcy. 

- The petition, sent to the gov- 
ernment and national assembly, 
said: ’’Even if (the investors) paid 


for the rest of their lives, they still 
won’t be able to pay all their 
debts.” 

Sheikh Khorafi. in his report, 
said he had given the central bank 
control over government deposits 
to be used when needed m the 
support programme, but gave no 
details of how this would work. 

The chamber of commerce and 
industry advocated that banks 
should have access to these dep- 
osits at low interest for the 7-10 
year period over which debts sho- 
uld be rescheduled. 

To prevent local panic or har- 
mful rumours abroad about the 
health of Kuwaiti financial ins- 
titutions. it also urged the gov- 
ernment to decree a state gua- 
rantee backing all deposits, bor- 
rowings and other bank obl- 
igations for at least 10 years. 

The state has already spent bil- 
lions of dollars trying to resolve 
the crisis and banking sources said 
Sheikh Khorafi would be walking 
a tightrope in trying to guide it 
through tiie assembly. 


The centra] bonk governor, in 
his letters to Sheikh Khorafi. str- 
essed there was no guarantee all 
funds would be recovered.' 

■ Sheikh Kho raft's report said ' 
broad guidelines had been drawn 
up to promote what he called just 
settlements by the banks, acc- 
ording to the varying nature of 
debtors' prohlems. 

"This means we will sit down in 
the Arab tradition and haggle with 
customer, over (rescheduling) 
terms.

Electric Industries Ltd. a locally- 
based shipping, marine, property 
and electrical manufacturing 
group, was put into receivership 
with debts totalling 390 million 
Singapore dollars ($195 million). 

The Straits Times industrial 
index, which fell 83 points Thu- 
rsday wiping out hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars from share values, 
rose 21 .68 points to 631 .22 in act- 
ive trading Friday.

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Aquino secures Laurel’s 
support for presidency 


MANILA (R) — Former Senator Salvador Laurel 
has agreed to take the vice-presidential slot on a 
ticket headed by Corazon Aquino in elections exp- 
ected in February, informed political sources said 
Friday. 


But they said President Fer- 
dinand Marcos had “at least two 
cards up his sleeve" that could 
prevent the widow of opposition 
leader Benigno Aquino winning 
or even being a candidate. 

Mr. Laurel .aides would not or 
could not confirm his decision. 
They said he had gone to his home 
province in Bacangas. south of 
Manila, and would return for a 
joint press conference on Sunday 
at which be and “Cory’ ' Aquino 
were expected formally to ann- 
ounce they would be on a joint 
'ticket. 

. “From what people say I think it 
is dear Coxy will be at the head of 
the ticket." other well-placed sou- 
rces said. 

However, they said Mr. Marcos 
would be able to “stop her cam- 
paign in its tracks on technical 
constitution aJ terms." 

The sources, who declined to be 
identified, pointed to a section of 
the constitution adopted in 1973 
while Mr. Marcos ruled under 
martial law which states that a 
candidate for president must have 
been a resident of the Philippines 
“for at least 10 years imrneaiatdy 
prior to the election.” 

The Aquinos went to the Uni- 
ted States in 1980 when the for- 
mer senator was released from 
military detention to undergo 
heart surgery. He did not return 
until August 1983. when he was 
shot dead at Manila airport. His 


wife returned a few days later. 

A court on Monday cleared 25 
soldiers and a civilian of inv- 
olvement in his murder. Most 
prominent among them was Gen. 
Fabian Ver. who was immediately 
reinstated by Mr. Marcos as 
armed forces chief of staff. 

The sources said the whole ele- 
ction also could be voided by the 
supreme court, which on Monday 
has scheduled hearings of pet- 
itions challenging the con- 
stitutionality of the special ele- 
ction bill. - 

Mr. Marcos, 68. has been in 
power for 20 years, more than 
eight of them under martial law. 
He present s tx-year term officially 
expires in June 1987. 

Sources said Mr. Laurel had 
apparently agreed to step down a 
peg in favour of Mrs. Aquino on 
the election ticket in order to pre- 
vent a more serious split in opp- 
osition ranks. 

Two or force others are also 
jockeying for nomination on an 
and- Marcos ticket. An Aquino- 
Lauret slate is seen as the most 
troubling for Mr. Marcos but riv- 
als could also challenge “Cory’s" 
qualification as a candidate. 

Sen. Aquino’s 52-year-old 
widow has .considerable popular 
support, much of it fuelled by. the 
emotion attached to her husband’s 
murder, which in turn could be 
reinforced by the court verdict this 
week. 


Her apparent personal integrity 
is seen as a tremendous plus com- 
pared with foe patronage politics 
that have dominated the Phi- 
lippine scene since independence 
in 1946. 

Mr. Laurel, on foe other hand, 
is mistrusted by many voters and 
other politicians, largely because 
of past family associations with 
Mr. Marcos. ■ 

He had been a member of the 
ruling New Society Movement 


(KBL) in foe National Assembly 
until 11 


1 980 and foe Laurels backed 
Mr. Marcos' Domination for foe 
presidency in 1965. 

The Laurel andA quino families 
have close political ties.

Post, Mr. Regan denied he had 
forced Mr. McFarlane out of foe 
White House. 

“As far as I know and as far as 
I'm concerned, there was no con- 
flict between Bud (McFarlane) 
and me which should have led to 
his leaving.’* Mr. Regan told the 
newspaper. A 

Mr. McFarlane and Mr. Reagan 
have also d enied there was bad 
blood between McFarlane and 
Regan. 

McFarlane. who said he 
wanted to spendyifiore time with 
his family after 30 years in _ 
eminent services, was replaced by 
his deputy. John Poindexter. 

Poindexter, a UjS. Navy vice 
admiral, settled in Thursday as foe 
fourth national security adviser in 
foe Reagan presidency. 

The bespectacled, heftily-buili 
naval officer. 49.' who had been 
"McFarlane's deputy since October 
1983, was named by Mr. 
Wednesday to the powe, 
high-pressure and often con- 
troversial post as the president’s 
key foreign policy aide. 

As national security adviser, he 
will counsel foe president on 
major foreign affaire and arms 
control issues. 

Mr. Reagan praised Mr. McF- 
arlane specifically for playing a 
key role in preparations for bis 
Geneva summit last month with 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Ironically, White House sources 
said it was during foe summit pre- 
parations that Mr. McFarlane felt 
his differences with Mr. Regan 
had reached ah unbearable level.

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Soviets reportedly use spying 
to close technology gap with* U.S, 


LONDON (AP) - The Soviets 
have closed their technology gap 
with foe United States by using 
stolen American secrets, foe aut- 
horitative reference book Jane’s 
Ail foe World’s Aircraft said Thu- 
rsday in its latest edition. 

The British book, studied by 
military experts worldwide.* says 
foe Soviets’ most modern fighter 
jet. foe Sukhoi SU-27, and ano- 
ther “new generation” fighter, foe 
MiG-29.' use sophisticated fire- 
control .radar technology dev- 
eloped from designs for the Ame- 
rican F-18 and stolen by Soviet 
spies.. 

The 1 986 edition of Jane’s pub- 
lishes pictures of foe SU-27 for foe 
first time and says Soviet aut- 
horities. in an unusual move, have 
shown foe jet on television. The 
Mach-2.3 twin-engined jet is tou- 
ted as the Soviets’ answer to the 
American F-15 Eagle. 

The book’s editor, John W.R. 
Taylor, told the Associated Press 
in a telephone interview that he 
believes Moscow used the TV 
showing to signal the West that it 
is not as secretive as in the past. 

Writing in the foreword to the 


976^3 age volume. Taylor said: 
“There was a time when the most 
advanced Soviet aircraft trailed 
far behind their Western cou- 
nterparts. A glance through foe 
Soviet section of this edition of 
Jane'S will show how much the 
technology gap has narrowed.” 

Taylor writes that foe SU-27s 
“reflect the high cost to foe West 
of U.S. technology transfers to 
less- than- reliable friends, and of 
tbe shady activities that foe press 
describes as spy scandals.”' 

Juotmg from a September- 
dated U.S. government document 
entitled “Soviet Acquisition jof 
Militarily Significant Western 
Technology: An Update.” he wri- 
tes about foe fire-control radars 
on foe SU-27 and the MiG-29: 


“The Soviets estimate that by 
using documentation on the CJ.S. 
F-18 fighter their aviation and 
radar industries saved some five 
years of development time and 35 
million rubles (about$5 5 million 
in 1 980) in project manpower and 
other developmental cost. 

“The manpower portion of 
these savings probably represents 


over a thousand man-years of sci- 
entific research effort and one of 
foe most successful mdivifoial exp- 
loitations ever of Western tec- 
hnology. 

“The documentation of foe 
FtI 8 fire-control radar served as 
foe technical basis for new 
lookdown-shootdo.wn eng- 
agement radars for foe latest gen- 
eration of Soviet fighters. 

“Moreover, F-18 and F-14 
documentation served as the imp- 
etus for two tong-term research 
projects to design from scratch a 
new radar-guided ah-to-air mis- 
sile system. The documentation 
also was instrumental in. for- 
mulating' concrete specifications 
to develop new Soviet airborne 
radar counter-measures equ- 
ipment against the F-18 and 
F-14”' 


- Taylor did not give details of 
how the Soviets allegedly acquired 
foe American information except 
for “spy scandals”' and ‘Tess- 
than-reliable friends.” But he told 
foe Associated Press that Soviet 
espionage “loads foe dice heavily 
against the West.” 


U.K. partners regret UNESCO pullout 


PARIS (R) — Britain’s decision 
to quit UNESCO has struck a new 
blow at the sick man of foe UN. 
system and dismayed other lea- 
ding Western contributor nations 
of foe trembled agency. 

Britain said Thursday it was 
withdrawing from UNESCO at 
.foe end of foe year, accusing foe 
Paris-based agency of defying 
demands for deep reform, pol- 
itical bias against foe West and 
bad management 

Still reeling from foe loss of a 
quarter of its budget- because of 
foe US. walkout LastDecember, 
Western diplomats said the loss of 
Britain’s 4.6 per cent-budget con- 
tribution would add jo. the age- 
ncy’s financial troubles. 

Its international prestige would 
also suffer as well as putting fur- 
ther strain on foe morale of the 
2,000 Paris staff, who face about 
600 job cuts in foe new year, they 
added 

But France’s delegate to foe 
United Nations cultural body said 
the loss was more than a mere fin- 
ancial problem. It . 'was “his- 
torically and symbolically dis- 
tressing’- because Britain had 
been a fogadec-snantber of foe' 
agency 40 years ago and was still 
the depository of its constitution. 

The move brought expressions 
of Understanding frorathe Reagan 
administration in Washington, 
who agreed with Britain that a 
Western drive for reform over the 
past two years had failed to bring 
sufficient change. 

West Germany and France, two 
of Britain’s senior European 
Community partners,. disagreed 
saying there are dear signs of pro- 
gress in reforming foe troubled 
agency. 

West Germany, 'along with 
Japan and The Netherlands, had 
threatened earlier this year to rev- 
iew its membership. 

But a Foreign Ministry spo- 
kesman in Bonn said his country 
had been encouraged to remain a 
member by decisions at a general 
conference in Sofia, last month 
that showed a willingness to ach- 
ieve reforms. 

“Those decisions can only be 
put into practice from within,” he 
said 

Expressing his regrets^ UNE- 
SCO's Senegalese Director- 
General Amadou Mahtar M’Bow, 
whose management has been foe 


butt of much Western critidsml 
stressed that Britain had been a 
party to foe consensus at Sofia. 

“Many British par- 
liamentarians, educationists,- sci- 
entists, scholars and artists as well 
have reaffirmed 


as 


their faith in UNESCO’s goals and 
activities. UNESCO will continue 
to cooperate with those com- 
munities,” he said 

Some Western diplomats said 
Britain’^ departure was “a slap in 
the factf* for the controversial 
M’Bow and had reduced his cha- 
nces of standing for re-election for 
a third term in 1987. 

But they said that other Wes- 
tern nations were untikety to qui- 
ckly join foe U.S. and British wal- 
kout because of foe success of foe 
Sofia conference. 

The meeting, they said had 
been seen as a taming point bec- 
ause Third World and East Bloc 
nations.had' demonstrated a wil- 
lingness to listen to foe West and 
begin to set foe agency in order:

Aborigines ‘ignored’ during nuclear tests in Australia 


CANBERRA. Australia (AP) — 
The safety of- Aborigines was 
never considered when Australia 
allowed Britain to conduct atomic 
tests (hiring the 1950s, an official 
report has found. 

Their survival was a matter of 
luck, concluded foe report by foe 
Royal Commission into British 
nuclear tests in Australia, made 
public Thursday. 

The report which was critical of . 
foe then Australian government 
beaded by Sir Menzies. rec- 
ommended that Britain pay foe 
costs of cleaning up foe remote 


areas of Maralinga and Emu in 
south Australia and foe Monte 
' Bello Islands off the coast of Wes- 
tern Australia, where 12 bombs 
were exploded from 1 952 to 1 957. 

The Royal Commission also 
said tbe Australian government 
should compensate Aboriginals 
for loss of their land, parts of 
which are still radioactive. The 
report was vague on which areas 
are still contaminated or to what 


it offered few details of how tbe 
tests and fallout affected Aus- 
tralia’s 170,000 Aborigines, who 


are thought to have settled about 
70,000.years ago. 

Similarly, the report gave no 
projected cost for cleaning up 
areas made uninhabitable by gen- 
eral weapons debris. But a figure 
of 1 billion Australian dollars 
($700 million) was mentioned last 
year when foe commission held 
hearings in London. 

Headed by former Labour cab-, 
inetntinister and judge, Jim Mc- 
Clelland. foe inquiry described! 
attempts to ensure Aboriginal saf- 
ety during tests as “a dem- 
onstration of ignorance, inc- 


ompetenceand cynicism.” ■ 
The - - - 


Maralinga area takes in 

traditional Aboriginal sacred 
sites, and although. foe area is res- 
tricted. it was 1 tiandedbackto the 
Aboriginal people as part of a land 
rights package last year. 

The report found that during 
foe tests authorities failed to con-; 
sider foe lifestyles of Aboriginals. 

“For tbe buffalo tests (four tests 
held at Maralinga in 1956) a site 
was chosen on the fake ass- 
umption that foe atea was not 
used by its traditional Aboriginal 
owners.” the report said.
